Dracut Range Should be Abolish­ 
ed—Residents 
W ithin a Mile 
Afraid to Leave Their Houses 
During Rifle Practice 


Th* people of Draout are aroused to a high pitoh of excitem ent and in ­ 
dignation by the death of H orm an G. Gunther, who 
was 
fatally shot 
last 
Saturday by a stray bullet from the rifle range, 
as 
is 
allegsd 
by Officsr 
John Brick of Dracut, who has investigated the affair. 
The bullet passed through the m an’s both hips and struck a stone wall 
ban feet away. 
It was found and upon exam ination proved to be a 46 cali­ 
bre, the sam e as is used in the rifle practice a t the Dracut range. 
It is fu rth e r stated th a t a squad of militia were practising at the range 
at the time, but great carelessness m ust have 
been 
exercised 
or else very 
little precaution is taken against dan g sr if a bullet could pass th res-q u ar- 
tars of a mile beyond the range, pierce a m an’s body and than strike a stbne 
wall with sufficient force to be completely flattened. 
There appears to be g rea t apathy among the authorities who should 
take hold and invest gats this affair in order to ascertain the precise cause 
and plaoe the blame where it belongs. 
•

A reaidant of Dracut made a statem ent today to a Sun reporter to th# 
effeot that when the riflemen are practising at th a t 
rang#, 
the 
residents 
within a mile of the range are afraid to go out of doors. 
They are afraid 
to move around their own premises, to go about their farm s or follow their 
cattle, and the death of H arm an G. G unthar shows th a t their fears wars 
not groundless. 
It is high tim e th at the m atter w as fully investigated and wa cannot see 
why the selectmen of the town do not take some action with a view to re­ 
moving this menace to the residents of D racut or anybody else who m ight 
have occasion to pass in the vicinity of the range. 
lf Mr. G unther had died instantly and if his bedy had beans found on 
the road w ithout any clua to the cause of his death, a 
great 
howl 
would 
have been raised and the polios would probably be searching the woods to 
find the m urderer or the assassin. 
A man has but ons life to lose and it 
makes little difference to him w hether it is taken by carelessness on the 
part of some idiotic militiam an or by a real assassin. 
Mr. G unthar has lost his life, his family has bsen deprived of its head, 
the sons and daughters of an affectionate father, and 
yet 
the 
tragedy 
seems to be taken aa a m atter 
of course. 
People nod th eir heads om in­ 
ously and say, "it it a sham s,” 
but th a t 
is all th a t has been done in the 
m atter, barring the unauthorised investigation made by a D racut officer.

There appears to be great apathy among the authorities who should 
take hold and investigate this affair in order to ascertain the precise cause 
and plaoe the blame where it belonge.

A resident of Dracut made a statement today to 
a Sun reporter to the 
effect that when 
the riflemen are practising at that 
range, the 
residents 
within a mile of the range are afraid to go out of doors. 
They are afraid 
to move around their own premises, to go about their farms or follow their 
cattle, and the death of Herman G. Gunther shows that their fears were 
not groundless. 
It is high tim* that the matter was fully investigated and we cannot se* 
why the selectmen of the town do not take some action with a view to re­ 
moving this menace to the residents of Dracut or anybody else who might 
have occasion to pass in the vicinity of the range. 
lf Mr. Gunther had died instantly and if his body 
had been found on 
the road without any clue 
to the cause of hie death, rn 
great howl 
would 
have been raised and the 
police would probably be searching the woods to 
find the murderer or th* assassin. 
A man has but one life to lose and it 
makes little difference to him whether it is taken by carelessness on the 
part of some idiotic militiaman or by a real assassin. 
Mr. Gunther has lost his life, his family has bssn deprived of 
its head, 
the sons and daughters of 
an affectionate father, and 
yet 
the tragedy 
seems to be taken as a matter of 
course. 
People nod their heads omin­ 
ously and say, “it is a shame,” but that is all that has been done in the 
matter, barring the unauthorized investigation made by a Dracut officer. 
An inquest should bs-held and an autopsy performed upon th* body 
in order to ascertain the real cause of death. 
lf the militiamen who go out 
there to us* rifles cannot shoot within a mil# of th* target, they should not 
be allowed to use rifles at 
ail. 
lf that rifle range is a menace to the live* 
of the residents in the vicinity it should 
be abolished and no 
further 
rifle 
practice tolerated. 
A Sun reporter visited the family of

Mrs. Gunther is almost prostrated and the two daughters and six sons show 
unmistakable signs of the deepest sorrow for th* loss of their father.

GUNTHER’S DEATH 


Will it be Cleared up by an 


Investigation? 


Dracut Range Should be Abolish­ 
ed—Residents 
Within a Mile 
Afraid to Leave Their Houses 
During Rifle Practice 


The people of Dracut are aroused to a high pitch of excitem ent and in ­ 
dignation Py the death of Herman G. Gunther, who 
w as 
fatally shot 
last 
Saturday by a stray bullet from the rifle range, 
as 
is 
alleged 
by Officer 
John Brick of Dracut, who has investigated the affair. 
The bullet passed through the man's both hips and struck a stone wall 
ten feet away. 
It w as found and upon exam ination proved to be a 45 c a li­ 
bre, the same as is used in the rifle practice a\ the Dracut range. 
It is further stated that a squad 
of militia were practising at the range 
at the time, but great carelessness m ust have 
been 
exercised 
or 
else very 
little, precaution is taken against danger if a bullet could pass three-q u ar­ 
ters of a mile beyond the range, pierce a m an’s body and then strike a stone 
w all with sufficient force to be com pletely flattened. 
There appears to be great apathy among the authorities who should 
take hold and investigate this affair in order to ascertain the precise cause 
and place the blam e where it belongs. 
A resident of Dracut made a statem en t today to a Sun reporter to the 
effect that when the riflemen are practising at that 
range, 
the 
residents 
w ithin a mile of the range are afraid to go out of doors. 
They are afraid 
to move around their own premises, to go about their farm s or follow their 
cattle, and the death of Herman G. Gunther show s that their fears were 
not groundless. 
It is high tim e that the matter w a s fully investigated and we cannot see 
w hy the selectm en of the town do not take some action with a view to re­ 
m oving this m enace to the residents of Dracut or anybody else who m ight 
have occasion to pass in the vicinity of the range. 
lf Mr. Gunther had died instantly and if his body had been found on 
the road w ithout any clue to the cau se of his death, a 
great 
howl 
would 
have been raised and the police would probably be searching the w o o d s 'to 
find the murderer or the assassin. 
A man has but one life to lose and it 
m akes little difference to him w hether it is taken by carelessness on the 
part of some idiotic militiaman or by a real assassin. 
Mr. Gunther has lost his life, his fam ily has been deprived of its head, 
the sons and daughters of an affectionate father, and ^ yet 
the 
tragedy 
seem s to be taken as a matter of 
course. 
People nod their heads o m in ­ 
ously and say, “it is a sham e,” but th a t is all that has been done in the 
m atter, barring the unauthorized investigation made by a Draout 
officer. 
An inquest should be held 
and an autopsy performed 
upon the body 
in order to ascertain the real cause of death. 
lf the m ilitiam en who go out 
there to use rifles cannot shoot w ithin a mile of the target, they should not 
be allowed to use rifles at all. 
lf th a t rifle range is a menace to the lives 
of the residents in the vicinity it should be abolished and no 
further 
rifle 
practice tolerated.
